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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments recite that claim 12 
recites a single element spring seal secured in a circumferetial groove via interference however claim 12, nor 21 or 25, do not recite a 
spring seal which is a "single element." While the Examiner concedes that the Morgan reference requires the retaining pin element 78 to 
retain the spring seal element, the claims do not recite that the seal element is held solely by an interference fit. Referring to column 6 lines 
51-55 of the Morgan reference, Morgan states that the seal 52 and the springs 56 are biased or pre-loaded against the groove which they 
are placed. Therefore, the seal is interpreted to meet the claims as broadly claimed. Furthermore, the added to the claims require further 
search and consideration. 
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
